14 to 16. The event for veterans is a partnership between the college and the Q Burke Mou ntain resort and 
features speakers, sessions on veterans topics, representatives ofveterans service organizations, a rail j am 
slopeside event and live music. All veterans and their families are eligible lor free lift tickets onthe day of the rail 
jam. Friday, March 14. 

Featured speakers include D. Wayne Robinson, p res ident and chief executive o fti c er o f the Student Veteransof 
America. Also speaking willbc Deborah Amdur, medical direetorof theVA Medical Center in White River 
Junction. 

There will be sessions on post traumatic stress disorder, traumatic brain injury, therapy dogs, veterans employ¬ 
ment opportunities and benefits, entrepreneurship and student veterans. Any proceeds from contributions in 
excess of costs of the summit will go toward (he Ian Muller Memorial Veteran Scholarship.

Jack Crowther moved to donate $500 in support of the summit. Seconded bv Sal Clarino. Passed unanimously. 

Andy Megrath, who also serves as a member of the Governor’s Veterans Advisory Council, testified Feb. 21 
be lore the General Operations Committee ofthestate House ofRepresentativeson House Bill 681. The bill 
seeks loereditvets fbrtheirmilitary experience when they return to civilian employment. Andy, for example, 
found his artillery survey work was not credited toward surveying qua! i fications in Vermont, despite higher 
standards of accuracy thatappl led to his military work. Combat medical special ists 1 ike John McLaughlin ran into 
similar roadblocks inperforming comparable duties in civilian life. 

Bi 11 Canfield of Fair Haven introduced the bill with a number of co-sponsors. From questions asked, it appeared 
the committee was quite interested in the proposal, Andy said. 

John McLaughlin moved to approve gas money for Andy'strip to Montpelier for the above-mentioned testi¬ 
mony. Seconded by Jack Crowther. Approved unanimously. 

Jack Crowther had volunteered to check with local solar com pan ies to see if they might suggest a solar-powered 
flagpole light to illuminate the flags at theVietnam memorial in Main Street Park. The flag receives some iilumina- 
I ion from a nearby streetlight, but is not truly I it at night as i t should be. So far lie has not heard back from the two 
companies he contacted. 



Treasurer John McLaughlin discussed the al 1 oc at km of chapter funds an tong three accounts at the Heritage family 
Credit Union, with the idea of maxi mi zing the interest earnings from our deposits. The money market account, 
which traditionally offers better interest than the savings account, now offers slightly less. Also John suggested 
that the amount kept in the checking account mightbe less than the $5,000 we have been keeping there. After 
some discussion, it was decided to keep the largest portion of chapter funds in the money market account, while 
reducing the checking account balance to about $3,000.

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MINUTES OFCHAPTER MEETING 
April 23,2014 

The Chapter 1 Board of Directors gathered in advance ofthe regular Chapter 1 meeting. Present 
were Andy Megrath, president; Dave Mathis, vice president; Jack Crowther, secretary; and John 
McLaughlin, board member. The above members, plus George Henry, constituted the attendance at 

the regular meeting. 

The minutes ofthe February meeting 
were approved as published in the news¬ 
letter. 

Treasurer John McLaughlin reported a 
balance of $34,987.61 at the end of 
March in the chapter's bank accounts. 
The report was approved unanimously. 

President Andy Megrath discovered a 
solar-powered flagpole light that is 
purported to provide light for 12 hours at 
night. The chapter has tried unsuccess¬ 
fully for years to light the flag at the 
Rutland County Vietnam War Memorial 
in Main Street Park in Rutland. Solar 
lights advertised online carried unsatisfac¬ 
tory reviews, and inquiries at local solar 
companies produced no results. 

The “commercial” light Andy discovered 
costs $ 165. Dave Mathis made a motion 
to buy the light. Jack Crowther seconded 
it. Passed unanimously. 

The Vermont Veterans Military Museum 
and Li brary at Camp Johnson in Essex 
sent the chapter a membership applica¬ 
tion and request for donations.The mu¬ 
seum and library preserves various military items related to Vermont. The non-profit museum isopen 
to the public free of charge. Jack Crowther made a motion to donate $200. Seconded by Dave 
Mathis. Passed unimously. 

Andy showed those attending the commemorative Chapter 1 license plate presented by Gov. Peter 
Shumlin to him on March 30, which was Welcome Home Day, celebrated at Norwich University in 
Norlhfield. Andy was involved in getting the Vietnam Veteransof America license plate produced by 
the state for passenger vehicles and he was especially instrumental in getting a plate for motorcycles. 
Andy sits on the Governor’s Veterans Advisory Council. Nicely framed in “tiger maple” wood, the 
license plate will be displayed in the chapter offices in the VF W building at 1 5 Wales St. 

The three-hour event at Norwich featured a Norwich color guard, display tables of veteran-related 
organizations and a host of speakers, including the governor. Speakers from the state's congressional 
offices, state and federal veteran service agencies of government, and veteran service groups were 
among those taking part.

Dave Morgan of Vermont Vet-to-Vet was present sharing information about his group, established in 
2006 as a veteran-based organization providing peer support recovery services to all veterans, 
including those returning from Iraq and Afghanistan.

Andy Megrath reported that tiie chapter has 134 regular members, including 101 life members and 
one on a life membership payment plan. There are five associate members, of whom two are life 
members. 

Dave Mathis and George Henry made a frame and matted the formal copy of the House Resolution, 
H.C.R. 262. designating March 29,2014, as Vietnam Veterans Welcome Home Day in Vermont. 

The resolution was also presented to Andy Megrath at the ceremony at Norwich University, 

Andy Megrath turned his chair over to Vice President Dave Mathis forelection of officers. Nominat¬ 
ing chair Jack Crowther had nominated the current officers and directors for re-election. They are: 
president. Andy Megrath; vice president. Dave Mathis; treasurer, John McLaughlin; secretary. Jack 
Crowther; and board members, Dick Doyle, Bill Whitney. Sal Clarinoand Mike Divotl. There was 
one vacancy on the board due to the recent death of Ed Wieite. Jack Crowther then nominated 
George Henry to the board of directors.

The Chapter I Board of Directors gathered in advance of the regular Chapter I meeting. Present 
were Andy Megrath. president; Dave Mathis, vice president; Jack Crowther, secretary; and Dick 
Doyle. John McLaughlin. George Henry and Sal Clarino. board members. No business was trans¬ 
acted. The above members, plus David Potter, constituted the attendance at the regular meeting. 

The minutes of the April meeting were approved as published in the newsletter. 

Treasurer John McLaughlin reported a balance of $37,500 in the chapter’s bank accounts. The 
report was approved unanimously. The money in the chapter's primary savings account is drawing .4 
percent. Curiously enough, that is a higher rate than available for the money market account (.35 
percent) at Heritage Family Credit Union, where the chapter has its money. 

President Andy Megrath reported that the chapter's finanacial and election reports have been filed 
with the state and national VVA organizations. He noted that in filing the reports it was pointed out 
that Chapter 1 lacks a name other than its chapter number. As far as he was concerned. First in the 
Nation is the chapter's name. After brief discussion it was agreed that First in the Nation would be 
the chapter’s name. George Henry made the motion, seconded by Dick Doyle. Passed unanimously. 

With sadness, the chapter notes the passing on May 19 of Clark Howland of Rutland, one of the 
chapter’s earliest members. Besides being involved in early activities of Chapter 1, including service 
as treasurer, Clark helped start the local Veterans Assistance Office to help veterans file benefit 
claims. His efforts contributed to the opening of the Dodge House for homeless veterans in Rutland.

Andy Megrath reported membership at 137. plus five associate members. 

The winner was John 
McLaughlin. The practice, designed to increase turnout at the meetings, will continue until further 
notice. 

The Vermont Veterans Military Museum and Library at Camp Johnson in Essex offered to return the 
chapter’s recent donation, because the organization lacks status as a certified non-profit. Andy said 
he told them to keep the donation; no objections were expressed.

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MINUTES OF CHAPTER MEETING 
Sept. 24, 2014 

Seven members attended. A meeting of the Board of Directors was scheduled at the start and nominally took 
place, but transacted no business. Directors present included Andy Megrath, president; John McLaughlin, 
treasurer; jack Crowther, secretary: and Bill Whitney. Dick Doyle and Mike Divoll. trustees. 

The first part of the meeting was devoted to a presentation by Ken and Jean Heleba of West Rutland and 
concerned plans fora World War II memorial honoring those from that town who served. The group is 
seeking donations for the estimated $60.000-plus project. The effort began last October. 

To date, from a town population of 2,900, 609 persons who served have been identified. Of those, 12 died in 
the service. The goal is to dedicate the memorial by Aug. 15, 2015, (the 70th anniversary of VJ Day 
marking the surrender of Japan and the end of the war). A committee of about 15 people has tackled the task 
of assembling names of those eligible and preparing a design for the memorial. 

S he criteria for the West Rutland memorial includes having been bom in West Rutland or residing in the 
town when the person entered military service. Two sources of verification are required for each name. 

The memorial is planned for the West Rutland Town Hall green and will join memorials for the Civil War, 
the Spanish-American War and World War I. The three-panel memorial of black U,S. granite will have room 
on the hack for future tributes to veterans of the Korean War, the Vietnam War and the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Benches at the memorial will allow visitors to sit and reflect. 

Following the Helebas' presentation and during the Chapter I business meeting, Dick Doyle moved to 
donate $1,000 to the West Rutland memorial. Seconded by Bill Whitney. Passed unanimously. Anyone 
wishing to donate individually may send a check made out to the Town of West Rutland. The memo line on 
the check should say "World War II Memorial Fund.” 

Once the business meeting began, the members approved the minutes of the June meeting unanimously. 

Treasurer John McLaughlin reported $36,914 in the chapter’s three accounts. The report was approved 
unanimously. 

Friends of Veterans, a Vermont-New Hampshire group fighting homelessness among veterans, had requested 
a donation for its summer golf tournament, but the request came too late for our last meeting. Assistance 
provided by the Friends typically goes for rent and heating bills. 

Dick Doyle moved to donate $500. Seconded by Bill Whitney. Passed unanimously. 

In a related matter, there will be a Vermont I fomeless Veterans Stand-Down on the grounds of the VA 
Medical Center in White River Junction on Oct. 21. a Tuesday. The event is described as ”a day of 






recognition, fellowship and support of our homeless veterans,*’ Lunch is provided. There will be health 
screenings, distribution of surplus items, a chance to contribute to the Food Drive for Veterans, meetings 
with the Veterans Justice Outreach staff, and information about VA services for homeless vets. Those 
attending may try out the new fitness/obstacle course on the VA hospital campus. 

Andy Megrath reported the chapter currently has 136 regular members, of whom 104 are life members. 
There are also 5 associate members. 

Andy distributed three copies of a book called "Changed by War." by Den Slattery. A woman named Diane 
Bolt of Little River, S. Car., is distributing the book to Vietnam vets as a thank-you for their service, and she 
sent Chapter 1 three copies. Anyone interested in obtaining and reading one of the copies may contact Andy 
Megrath at vthogman@eomcast.net .

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MINUTES OF CHAPTER MEETING 
Nov. 20, 2014 

A meeting of the Board of Directors was scheduled at the start and nominally took place, but transacted no 
business. Directors present included Andy Megrath, president; Dave Mathis, vice president; John McLaughlin, 
treasurer; and Jack Crowther, secretary. 

Once the business meeting began, the members approved the minutes of the September meeting unanimously. 

Treasurer John McLaughlin reported $36,833 in the chapter's three accounts. The report was approved 
unanimously. 

Member Dave Gilman appeared with his grandson. Boy Scout Elisha Gilman, who requested a donation of 
$500 for Troop 116 of West Rutland to purchase a box trailer for hauling scout supplies for camping and such 
activities. The scouts estimate the cost of the trailer to total $7,000 to $9,000. There are about 15-20 members 
in the troop. 

Following their appearance. Dave Mathis moved that the chapter donate $500 to the troop. Seconded by Jack 
Crowther. Passed unanimously. 

President Andy Megrath reported that the lock box the chapter purchased is now installed at the Rutland 
County Vietnam War Memorial. The city Fire Department has a key to the box, which contains a key to the 
interior of the flagpole at the memorial. Thus the department will be able to lower the flag to half-staff on 
sanctioned occasions and raise it again when appropriate. 

Meanwhile, we are still planning to install a solar-powered light on the pole to illuminate the American flag 
properly at night. The task can probably be accomplished but what has to be worked out is the means of 
getting up the pole to attach the light (probably by use of a fire truck with proper ladders) and attaching the 
light in such a way that it doesn't interfere with the rigging of the flags, A POW-M1A flag hangs below the 
American flag. 

Andy shared a solicitation from the Vietnam Veterans Memorial Fund for education programs, circulation of 
the Wall That Heals (a traveling replica of The Wall honoring those who died in Vietnam), and an education 
center building near The Wall to provide further information and exhibits about the war. 

Jack Crowther moved to donate $100 to the fund. Seconded by John McLaughlin. Passed unanimously. 

Andy reported that the chapter had 137 regular members as of the end of September. 

The town manager of West Rutland has sent a letter thanking the chapter for donation of $ 1,000 for Us World 
War II memorial, a current project of a group of town volunteers. 

President Andy Megrath reported on his trip to Montpelier on Nov. 18 for an awards ceremony and a meeting 
of the Governor's Veterans Advisory Council. 

The ceremony included presentation of the Vermont Distinguished Serv ice Medal and the Vermont Veterans 
Medal. Present were three World War N veterans who received the French Legion of Honor from the French 
consul general. The award goes to soldiers involved in the liberation of France. Col. Dave Johnson from 
Kansas was on hand representing the 35th Infantry Division. One of the World War II vets served in that 
division. 

The Vermont Distinguished Service Medal for soldiers who have served in a combat theater of operations was 
given to two Vietnam veterans, one veteran of the fighting in Iraq and one veteran of Afghanistan. Vermont 
Veterans Medals for those who served honorably in the military went to two Navy, one Air Force, one Marine, 
and two Army veterans. Many other Vermonters arc eligible for the Vermont medals, but a few individuals 
were singled out for the ceremony Nov. 18. Vermont's adjutant general, Steven Cray, and Gov. Peter Shumlin 
took part. 

Andy passed on a sheet describing the Veterans Choice Card. It was provided by John Miner, past president of 
the VVA State Council and still active in veteran issues. The card allows a veteran to use non-Veterans 
Administration medical services in certain circumstances, such as if the vet is required to wait more than 30 
days for service determined necessary by his or her physician. Living more than 40 miles from the nearest VA 




health care facility is another situation where the Choice Card can be used. Further information can be found 
at the website www.va.gov/opa/choiceact. 

The Governor’s Veterans Advisory Council put several bills in front of the governor, according to Andy. All 
were carried over from bills that were presented to the last Legislature. They included: 

— A change to the Vermont state retirement system. It provides that someone with more than 15 years of state 
service who enters the military can get up to three years of credit toward their retirement for their military 
service. 

— A bill exempting the first $5,000 of military retirement pay from state taxes. 

— A bill exempting from “household income” the pension and disability benefits of “permanently and totally 
disabled” veterans. 

Andy passed out a sheet produced by the Military Officers Association of America comparing state veterans’ 
benefits for all 50 states. Vermont ranked 47th, based on a series of criteria. 

Jack Crowther reported on emergency assistance provided to a homeless veteran and his wife, who were 
referred to him on a recent Saturday afternoon by Mike Divoll, a board member. Jack consulted with President 
Andy Megrath by phone, then arranged a two-night state in the Rodeway Inn for $100 and a $100 gift 
certificate at nearby Seward’s Restaurant. He also bought several items at a drugstore for $15.80, and put 
everything on the chapter’s credit card. 

After an appointment with a counselor Monday, the veteran said he had not succeeded in acquiring housing yet 
and requested further assistance. At this point, based on information from the counselor and his own 
interactions with the veteran and his wife. Jack recommended to Andy that the chapter inform the vet that it 
could not provide further assistance. (Chapter bylaws allow emergency expenditure of $150 by the president 
and one other officer, or $1,000 by the president or vice president and a majority of officers and board 
members.) 

Following the above presentation. Jack moved to approve the expenditure of $215.80 for the assistance 
provided. Seconded by Dave Mathis. Approved unanimously. 

Chapter 1 member Kerry O'Hara has contributed another batch of Vietnam War books to the chapter’s library, 
available for borrowing.
